(Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising: tho stop of 
d e fining said generating the corresponding service logic using software stored in 

at least one software cartridge installed in as-a delivery application logic common to a 
plurality of multimedia services , each software cartridge containing software 4n- 
c omb i nation with at least on e add - on cartridge specific to a given multimedia service. 

29. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 28, further comprising^ tho stops of: 
provid i ng a s e rv e r adapted to transmit sa i d de l ivery pack e ts to sa i d at l e ast on e 

t e rmina l ; and 

installing a new software cartridge in the delivery application logic, the installed 
software cartridge associated with a new multimedia service; and 

generating a service logic corresponding to the new multimedia service for th e 
dn l ivnry to said at l east ono term i na l bv generat i ng a rospoct i vo add - on using software 
stored in the installed software cartridge. 

30. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising: tho stop of 
providing at said at l east ono terminal at least one of a presentation module and 

anjnteraction module at the at least one terminal, the presentation module configured to 
present the received multimedia service contents at the at least one terminal and the 
interaction module configured to facilitate user interaction between the received 
multimedia service contents and a user at the at least one terminal . 
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31 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising!, the st o p of 
presenting the received multimedia service contents at the at least one terminal 

using providing at sa id at leas t on e t e rm i na l the se rvice logi c permitting at least one 
sequence of screens linked one to another according to the received service logic, to- 
b e managed at said at l east on e term i na l . 

32. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising^ , tho st o ps of: 
providing a plurality of i nformat i on multimedia content building blocks adapted to 

b e shared by associated with a plurality of multimedia services, wherein sa4d -the service 
logic is adapted to co-ord i nato different l y said basic defines how different multimedia 
content building blocks for d i ff e r e nt are presented at the at least one terminal in order to 
implement one or more multimedia services at the at least one terminal . 

33. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprisingi_ tho stops of 
generating sa i d del i very packets on th o bas i s of the at least one delivery packet 

using a service standard template. 

34. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 33, wherein sa4d-the service standard 
template is defined in a markup language^ such as XML. 

35. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising: th e st e p of 
using a mobile communications network as sa4d -the wireless network. 
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36. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 35, further comprising: the st o p of 
selecting said-the mobile communications network as one of a GPRS network 

and a UMTS network. 

37. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 36, further comprising^ th e st o p of 
transmitting said deliv e ry packets the at least one delivery packet via the-adata 

channel of said-one of a GPRS network and a UMTS network. 

38. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising ^ th o stop of 
transmitting sa i d de li very packots the at least one delivery packet via a transport 

protocol selected from the group consisting of MMS, HTTP and HTTPS. 

39. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, further comprising:, tho st o ps of: 
providing said-the at least one terminal with at least one of a presentation module 

and anjnteraction module , the presentation module configured to present the received 
multimedia service contents at the at least one terminal and the interaction module 
configured to facilitate user interaction between the received multimedia service 
contents and a user at the at least one terminal : and 

providing said-the at least one terminal with an interpreter module configured to 
for mapping th o actions and convert the received multimedia service contents conv o y e d 
by th e d el iv e ry pack o ts onto said into a form suitable for input into at least one of the 
presentation module and interaction module. 
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40. (Currently Amended) A client-server system , comprising: for provid i ng 
multim e dia s e rv i c e cont e nts to at l e ast ono term i nal via a wir o l o ss n e twork comprising: 

a server configured f or g e n e rating d e livery pack e ts convey i ng both said tg_ 
generate at least one delivery packet containing multimedia service contents and further 
containing a corresponding service logic defining how the multimedia service contents 
are presented at a client terminal ; 

at least one client terminal configured to receive the at least one delivery packet 
and present the received multimedia service contents in a manner defined by the 
received service logic: 

sa4d-a_wireless network for transmitting said pack e ts the at least one delivery 
packet from the server to sa4d-the at least one client terminal. :sa i d at l east ono 
t e rm i nal b ei ng configured for r e c e iving said pack e ts and interpr e t i ng said pack e ts to 
obta i n presentation of sa i d multimedia service cont e nts at sa i d at l east on o t e rm i na l 
accord i ng to said corresponding service logic, whoroby both sa i d contents and sa i d 
correspond i ng s e rv i c e l og i c boing on sa i d at least on o t e rmina l , sa i d mu l timed i a service 
contents can bo presented interact i vely at said at least ono term i nal. 

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 40, wherein sa4d-the server is 
configured for d e fining sa i d to generate the corresponding service logic using software 
stored in at least one software cartridge installed in as-a delivery application logic 
common to a plurality of multimedia services , each software cartridge containing 
software in combination with at least ono add - on cartr i dge specific to a given multimedia 
service. 
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42. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 41 , wherein said s e rvice the server is 
configured to install a new software cartridge in the delivery application logic, the 
installed software cartridge associated with a new multimedia service, the server further 
configured to generate a service logic corresponding to the for generating a new 
multimedia service for d ol ivory to sa i d at l oast ono terminal by gonorating a rosp o ctiv o 
add-pf HJsing software stored in the installed software cartridge. 

43. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 40, wherein sa4d-the server is 
configured for prov i ding to provide a plurality of sefv4ee -multimedia content building 
blocks adapt e d to bo shar e d by associated with a plurality of said-multimedia services, 
wherein sa4d-the_service logic i s adapted to coordinat o diff e rent l y sa i d bas i c defines how 
different multimedia content building blocks for d i fforont are presented at the at least 
one client terminal in order to implement one or more multimedia services at the at least 
one client terminal . 

44. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 40, wherein said-the server is 
configured for gonorating said packets on tho bas i s of to generate the at least one 
delivery packet using a service standard template. 

45. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 44, wherein said-the service template 
is defined in a markup language^, such as XML. 
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46. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 40, wherein sa4d-the wireless network 
is a mobile communications network. 

47. (Currently Amended) The system of claim' 46, wherein said-the mobile 
communications network is one of a GPRS network and a UMTS network. 

48. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 47, wherein sa i d de l iv e ry pack e ts ar e 
the at least one delivery packet is transmitted to sa4d-the at least one client terminal via 
the-a_data channel of said-one of a GPRS network and a UMTS network. 

49. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 40, wherein said dolivory packets 
af ethe at least one delivery packet is transmitted to sa44-the at least one terminal via a 
transport protocol selected from the group consisting of MMS, HTTP and HTTPS. 

50. (Currently Amended) A terminal , comprising: 

a receiver adapted to receive at least one delivery packet from a wireless 
network, the at least one delivery packet containing multimedia service contents and 
further containing a corresponding service logic defining how the multimedia service 
contents are presented at the terminal; 

a presentation module configured to present the received multimedia service 
contents in a manner defined by the received service logic; 

an interaction module configured to facilitate user interaction between the 
received multimedia service contents and a user at the terminal; and 
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an interpreter module configured to convert the received multimedia service 
contents into a form suitable for input into at least one of the presentation module and 
interaction module.

51 . (Currently Amended) A server, comprising: 

a delivery application logic configured to generate at least one delivery packet 
containing multimedia service contents and further containing a corresponding service 
logic defining how the multimedia service contents are presented at one or more client 
terminals, the delivery application logic comprising a plurality of software cartridges, 
each software cartridge containing software associated with service logic for a different 
multimedia service; and 

a transmitter adapted to transmit the at least one delivery packet over a wireless 
network to at least one client terminal, comput e r program product dir e ct l y loadable i n 
tho m e mory of a comput e r and i nc l uding softwar e code port i ons for performing th e 
st o ps of c l aim 27, when said product i s capable of being run on a computer. 

52. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium comprising computer- 
executable instructions that are computer program product directly loadable in the- 
int o rna l ajnemory of a computer and comprising software code portions for 
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implementing multimedia services in a terminal of a wireless network, the software code 

portions comprising: 

a presentation module configured to present multimedia service contents in a 
manner defined by a corresponding service logic; 

an interaction module configured to facilitate user interaction between the 
multimedia service contents and a user at the terminal; and 

an interpreter module configured to convert at least one delivery packet into a 
form suitable for input into at least one of the presentation module and the interaction 
module, the at least one delivery packet containing the multimedia service contents and 
further containing the corresponding service logic defining how the multimedia service 
contents are presented at the terminal.
